I am taking the liberty of Inquiring whether you would be 
good enough to consider our Invitation for a public lecture spon- 
sored by the Social Science Foundation, University of Denver, Denver, 
Colorado. 

The Social Science Foundation has been active for many years 
In high caliber adult education In world affairs, In addition to 
teaching and research In the field of International relations, and 
has arranged every year a series of public lectures before a selected 
and Internationally minded audience by prominent lecturers such as 
Sir Anthony Eden, Charles Malik, and Ralph Bunche. For the forth- 
coming academic year we Intend to arrange four lectures on the 
subject, "The United States Foreign Policy and the Communist Chal- 
lenge." This general topic would be divided Into four subjects — 
the Ideological, diplomatic, economic, and military challenges.
